Washington, D. C., Jan. I.—Lynch­ 
ings in 1909 numbered seventy, the 
highest number recorded since 1904. 
The victims included eleven whites 
and fifty-nine negroes. The lynchings 
occurred in twelve states and one 
tar# tory, New Mexico. 
As in previous years, crimes, or 
alleged crimes, against white women 
and murders caused most of these 
summary executions. Two lynchings, 
occurring in Cairo, 111., combined both 
causes and resulted in the placing of 
the city under military control for

iLondon, Dec. 31.—.In refuting the 
contention of ;he Conservatives that 
persistence in the policy of free trade 
created lack of employment, David 
Lloyd George, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chesuer, in addressing a meeting in 
Queen s Hall tonight argued that lack 
of employment was more prevalent 
in protectionist 
countries 
than 
in 
England. As an instance of the truth 
of this argument he cited the Unit­ 
ed States, which he described as “the 
protectionists' Paradise, where cus- 
oms officers line the shores like 
cherubin^ with flaming swords, keep­ 
ing every foreign-made article out of 
this Garden of Eden, bu: once inside 
yob find the serpent of hunger, want 
and lack of employment hissing in 
every grade.” 
Mr. Lloyd George then quoted stat­ 
istics showing that in May, 1908, 
while there was 30 per cen of un­ 
employed in New York state, there 
was only 7 per cent in England.

will 
probably be no open quarrel over 
the placing of the statue of General 
Robert E. Lee in Statuary hall in the 
national capital. A tentative agree­ 
ment 
has been 
reached 
that 
the 
Ste tie shall stay in the hall but that 
there shall be no unveiling ceremony. 
Some 
of the southerners 
Interested 
have 
not yet 
acquiesced 
in 
this 
arrangement, but the prospect is that 
they will do so. 
When the opposition to accepting 
the statue made Itself manifest on 
the part of former union soldiers, it 
was announced by those hi authority 
in Virginia that If the statue of Lee 
was not accepted and I; was requir­ 
ed to be withdrawn from the hall, 
Virginia would withdraw the com­ 
panion piece, the figure of Washing­ 
ton. Both of these are fine works of 
art done in bronze, the Washington 
statue being a replica of the plasher 
figure, tha; stood so many years in 
statuary hall. 
Sons of Virginia. 
After the figures were set up by 
the workmen and the matter of for­ 
mal ceremonies In connection there- 
wi h became an acute question, Sen­ 
ator Daniel took the subject up with 
the relatives of General Lee. It was 
agreed by them that the formal ac- 
ce~tance of the statues was of lit­ 
tle concern and they would he con­ 
tent to leave them in the hall with­ 
out further ceremony. 
This probably will be the program 
followed, as congress can not form­ 
ally accept the statue of Washing­ 
ton and refuse that of (Lee. The ques­ 
tion of acceptance of the statue prob­ 
ably would pass the senate, but the 
leaders believe that in the house it 
would precipitate endless discussion 
and possibly fail if it ever came to a 
vote. Both these statues, therefore, 
will be permitted to stand without 
formal exercises until a 
period 
of 
time has elapsed sufficient to remove 
the present objec ions to the General 
Lee figure.

Trenton, Mo., Dec. 31.—Three peo­ 
ple, two of whom are women, were 
killed and at least three injured ser­ 
iously when Rock Island passenger 
No. 3, “The California Special,” was 
wrecked two miles south of here at 
8:30 o'clock this morning.

The cause of the wreck is un­ 
known, although it is thought to have 
been caused by spreading rails. While 
the train was running at high speed 
the engine and tender suddenly left 
the track and plunged over a five-foot 
embankment. They were quickly fol­ 
lowed by two baggage cars, a mail 
car, a tourist car and a Pullman. 
Of the entire train, but two cars 
remained on the track. 
While passengers in the wrecked 
cars wert s niggling to escape from 
the debris, fire started. The cars burn 
ed like kindling wood. The three peo­ 
ple who lost their lives were ser­ 
iously burned. 
Scores 
were 
rescued 
after 
the 
flames had scorched their clothing or 
burned their flesh. Many were p it­ 
tance under the wreckage and )>eg- 
ge#* piteously to be released befire 
the fire had them. 
David Sigle of Cleveland, Ohio, was 
held for an hour while the flames 
'burned within a few feet of him. lie 
instructed the rescuers to carry wa­ 
ter from the tank of t( 
,*tne and 
put out the fire nearest his body. 
This was done and eventually he was 
released, although he will lose an 
arm. 


Many Heroic Resents, 
‘Heroic 
rescues 
were 
numerous. 
Men and women who escaped from 
the cars by kicking au; windows or 
breaking down doors quickly rushed 
back bito the burning wrecage to 
resoue the trapped passengers. At 
the risk of their own lives they car­ 
ried burned, maimed and bleeding 
persons to places of safety. 
The wreck occurred in a desolate 
place far from a station and more 
than a -half mile from a farmhouse. 
Not a building of any kind was near 
the wreck. The ground was covered 
with snow’ and a raw wind was blow­ 
ing. 
Thown into the open air with but 
a small portion of their clothing even 
those 
who escaped 
injury 
in the 
wreck suffered 
terribly. 
But 
the 
strong readily sacrificed everything 
for the weak. 
Men gave up their coa s to the 
women 
and 
children 
and 
injured. 
Women tore strips from their cloth­ 
ing to make bandages for the wound­ 
ed. 
As many injured as room could be 
made foT were placed in the two 
remaining cars of the wreck until a 
relief train arrived. 
The most seriously injured were 
taken to a hotel in Trenton. Ano her 
relief train took twenty of the injur­ 
ed and uninjured passengers to Kan­ 
sas City. At first it was believed that 
at leas 
twenty people were killed, 
bu; tonight practically all the wreck­ 
age has been cleared away and but 
three bodies have been found.

Denver, Jan. I.—A comm ittee ap­ 
pointed by the Denver Property Lea­ 
gue, 
an 
organization 
made 
up 
of 
owners of 
business 
blocks 
in

downtown dis;rict, to recommend a 
policy covering the sale of liquor 
in Denver, has reported in favor of 
saloons. 
But 
this 
recom m endation 
carries 
with it a num ber of suggestions look­ 
ing to the placing of restrictions up­ 
on 
the saloons. 
These include the 
establishm ent of 
a 
“saloon 
zone,” 
which will take in only the upper 
downtown 
district, 
elim inating 
the 
tenderloin; lim iting the num ber'of li­ 
censes issued to two hundred, and 
increasing the annual fee from $600 
to $1,500. suppression of wine rooms 
and m aking territory within a cer­ 
tain radius of churches and school 
houses, exen in the saloon zone, pro­ 
hibition ground. 
I nder this plan saloons are abso­ 
lutely 
prohibited 
in 
the 
residence 
districts. 
The 
above 
recom m endations 
are 
made with a view' of warding off the 
fight to make Denver a “dry tow n,” 
which result, the comm ittee believes, 
would ruin our reputation as a con­ 
een ion city and as entertainers of 
tourists who visit us as guests. 


The first month In the year has al­ 
ways been a fateful one in English 
history, but It began most specially to 
be recognized as such during the reign 
of Charles I. 
It was on January 4, 
1642, that the attempt was made 
to 
arrest the five members. On the tenth 
of the month, three years later, Arch­ 
bishop Laud, was beheaded, and Jan­ 
uary 30, 1649. saw the king’s own head 
laid upon the block. 
There is probably no act of parlia­ 
ment which has ever been the cause 
of such amazing dissensions and dis­ 
cord as that which brought about the 
union between Great Britain and Ire­ 
land. This came into force upon Jan ­ 
uary I, 1801. 
It was in 
the 
sam e 
month th at Richard Trevithick, 
the 
Cornish inventor, perfected 
the first 
steam locomotive which ever 
moved 
upon an English road. 
The great William Pitt, the 
most 
able prim e m inister 
who ever 
con­ 
trolled the destinies of the kingdom, 
came Into office at Christm as, 
1783! 
and died in January, 1806. His great 
rival, Charles Jam es Fox, born in Ja n ­ 
uary, 1749, 
only 
survived 
Pitt six 
months. 
One of the greatest boons that a na­ 
tion ever received from its govern­ 
ment was conferred upon Great Britain 
on January I, 
1840—namely, 
penny 
postage. 
Adhesive stamps bad 
been 
invented by Mr. James Chalmers 
of 
Dundee, six 
years 
previously, 
and 
these superseded Mulready’s envelope 
later in the same year. 
January has for a long time past 
been a very notable month In the his­ 
tory of the British royal family. 
On

The first month In the year has ai 


ways been a fateful one In English 
history but it began most specially to 
be recognized as such during the reign 
of Charles I 
It was on January 4 


1642 
that the attempt was made to 
arrest the five members On the tenth 
of the month three years later Arch 
bishop Laud, was beheaded, and Jan 
uary 30, 1449 saw the king's own head 
laid upon the block 


There is probably no act of parlla 


ment which has ever been the cause 
of such amazing dissensions and dls 
cord as that which brought about the 
union between Great Britain and Ire 
'and 
This came into force upon Jan 


uary 1 1801 
It was in the same 


month that Richard Trevlthick 
the 


Cornish inventor perfected the first 
steam locomotive which ever moved 
upon an English road 


The great William Pitt the 
most 


able prime minister who ever con 
trolled the destinies of the kingdom 
came into office at Christmas, 1783 
and died in January 1806 His great 
rival Charles James Fox born In Jan 
uary 1749 
only survived Pitt six
